'Advice' To 
Lawmen 


By issuing a report on crowd 


control, the United States Justice 
Department tried to lay out some 
common sense rules which would 
prevent the unnecessary use of 
gunplay. In vacillating on several 
points, however, the department 
may have left the issue more 
confusing than before. 


The suggestion that law offi- 


cers should attempt to prevent 
demonstrations from "deteriorat- 
ing" to the point that the use of 
firearms becomes necessary is 
good, but nothing is said about 
how this is to be accomplished. 
Are crowds to be broken up by 
police before they reach volatile 
proportions ? 


Perhaps the most dangerous 


situation facing an officer is 
sniper fire, yet the Department 
ignores it. Nor does it say what 
to do about arsonists or others 
caught in criminal acts under 
cover of demonstrations. 


In short, the Justice finds it 


cannot recommend in advance 
how an officer should react to a 
given situation. 


The best 
way to 
prevent 


demonstrations from degenerat- 
ing into violence is for the police 
to. be present in forces large 
enough to handle any eventuali- 
ty, 
tolerate and protect the 


crowd's legitimate rights, but 
move with dispatch and 
the 


minimum force required to ap- 
prehend any lawbreakers. 


This is what the vast majority 


of law officers have done in the 
face 
of 
some 
of the 
most 


provocative situations ever to 
face them in this nation. 


ACLU And Drugs 


The American Civil Liberties 


Union's flirtation with a laissez 
faire policy toward the use of 
drugs has now led it, inevitably, 
to the ultimate inanity, a poivti- 
fieation 
by 
its 
biennial con- 


ference that an individual has 
the right to use his own body as 
)ie wishes and that this right 
includes the use and possession 
of .narcotics. 


The ACLU concedes that "con- 


duet resulting from the use or 
possession of drugs may invoke 
civil or criminal penalties," but 
sees nothing criminal in the mere 
possession or use of drugs. 


The argument that one can do 


with his body as he pleases is a 
dubious one at best and certainly 
bears no relevance to the drug 
scene. 


When addicts prowl the streets 


in search of a dishonest dollar to 
support their habit, when gov- 
ernmental and private agencies 
engage in agonizing searches for 
means of h e l p i n g "hooked" 
youngsters, then the public not, 
only has the right but the duty 
to legislate against those uses of 
the body personal that represents 
sores on the body politic. 
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harmed are the youngsters rear- 
ed under such unsuitable condi- 
tions. 
F a i l u r e 
proliferates; 


misery feeds upon itself; delin- 
quency follows. 


Being a gateway county, Ber- 


rien is the first stopping point 
for poverty-stricken families who 
leave other parts of the nation to 
benefit from the high welfare 
benefits paid in northern indus- 
trial states iike Michigan. It is, 
therefore, not unexpected that 
the county has a big relief load. 


The financial burden doesn't 


hit Berrien directly; most wel- 
fare costs are shared by federal 
and state governments. But the 
attendant social problems created 
by 
the 
frequently 
fatherless 


families — crime and incompat- 
ability for school 
— already 


have outrun the resources of the 
north Berrien county community 
to 
cope with successfully. A 


diminution of ADC families, in 
particular, would allow the com- 
munity better concentration in 
eliminating the causes of pover- 
ty. 


It will be easy for demagogues 


to charge that ARIC and Senator 
Zollar are trying to deny aid to 
the poor. The exact opposite is the 
truth. They are simply taking 
cognizance of what is already 
evident: namely, that if ADC 
cases continue to grow at the 
rate of 1,400 a year in Berrien 
county, the community won't 
long continue to be a good place 
for anyone, rich or poor. 


Actually, t h e program an- 


nounced by Sen. Zollar at a 
meeting here last Friday, is not 
designed to diminish public aid to 
the deserving. It is primarily an 
effort to enforce existing laws 
that require fathers who are 
financially able to pay for the 
support of their children. If they 
don't pay, incidentally, the tax- 
payer does. 


Collection of support money 


from 
divorced, separated 
and 


natural fathers in Berrien county 
is far below the state average. 
Bernard Houston, state social 
services director, h'\s promised 
funds to three county offices to 
bring up the local collection rate. 
The

wise. C i t y 
officials 
should 


understand that the word chief, 
means exactly what it says. 
H e is the boss, reporting to but 
one person, namely an appoint- 
ed police commissioner or com- 
missioner of public safely. In 
other words, the chief alone 
must run his department in a 
manner best suited to himself 
according to the requirements 
and needs of the citizenry over 
which is assigned and governing 
any and all subordinates.

from past experience in town- 
ship, village, railroad 'and state 
police education and training, 
plus experience and graduation 
from the New York State Police 
School. Add to this a number of 
years as fingerprint expert with 
the New York prison depart- 
ment at Dannemora and I feel 
justified in voicing my opinions 
in this (lay of nationwide dis- 
respect of law and order. 


Finally a 
policeman 
must 


know his people, (heir where- 
abouts during absent periods, 
especially in the smaller towns 
and villages. He must make 
friends with all the children and 
the young people; his door must 
to open to them at all times for 
discussion and help, advice and 
council.

be very helpful to the doctor in 
finding the cause and. recom- 
mending the proper treatment.
